These bonds will be used to 
install additional and larger 
m ains which will im prove 
e x is tin g s e r v ic e s a n d to

storage facilities 
needed to provide depen­ 
dable and consistent service 
to the entire com m unity. 
Extension of w ater service 
to new are a s within the city 
will also be provided by the 
sale of the bonds. 
The election will be held in 
the m unicipal building from 
7 a m. to 7 p.m. Any Plano 
re s id e n t 
w ith

r e g i s tr a ti o n 
c e r t if ic a te 
allowing him to vote on or 
before May 18, 1974, m ay 
participate in the election. 
The p assage of the bond 
issue has been endorsed by 
both the Plano Independent 
School District and the Plano 
C ham ber of C om m erce. 
“ The economic 
stability 
an d p ro s p e r ity of P lan o 
depends in large m ea su re 
upon the city's ability to 
provide w ater and 
sewer 
service,” according to L B. 
Showalter, president of the 
C ham ber of C om m erce 
Councilman Joe B. Griffin 
Jr. agreed, noting that the 
election “ is one of the most 
im portant bond sales I ve 
ever been involved in. 
“ This is vital to the future 
of our city,” he said. “ People 
should rem e m b er that these 
a re revenue bonds and will 
not increase the c ity ’s tax 
rate. Also, just because the

An increase in w ater and

Regional I I* Says 
No-fault Reform Due 


"Texas lawm akers should 
take a long hard look at the 
U.S. Senate’s passage of the 
national standards no-fault 
auto insurance measure and 
realize 
that 
the 
time 
of 
"foot dragging has come to 
an end.” 
Frank G. Tucker, regional 
vice 
p resid en t 
of 
the 
American Insurance Assn., 
added that not only Texas, 
but all states 
without 
a 
m eaningful 
no-fault 
law 
must recognize that "S. 354 
could well be the beginning 
of uniform, equitable and 
co m p re h en siv e 
auto 
in ­ 
s u ran c e refo rm for the 
residents of every state. 
The 
no-fault 
auto 
in­ 
surance 
concept 
provides 
that a person be reimbursed 
by 
his 
own 
in su ran ce 
com pany 
for 
such 
as 
m edical expenses, wage 
loss, funeral expenses, and 
death benefits no m atter who 
was at fault in the accident. 
By a 53-to-42 vote, the U.S. 
Senate passed S. 354 which 
would require all states to 
meet minimum federal no­ 
fault 
s ta n d a rd s. 
The 
measure now goes to the 


House. 
The federal proposal calls 
for full 
paym ent of all 
m edical 
costs, 
r e i m ­ 
bursement of lost wages up 
to $15,000, 
a 
m ax im u m 
payment of $1,000 for funeral 
expenses and up to $5,000 for 
death 
benefits 
paid 
to 
mem bers of the victim ’s 
family. 
"W hen m eaningful no­ 
fault reform was discussed 
during 
the 
last 
Texas 
legislative session, it was 
blocked by the trial lawyers. 
They also attempted to block 
the passage of S. 354 in 
Washington. 
"While the trial lawyers 
were unsuccessful in their 
attem pts in the U. S. Senate, 
they were able, however, to 
stop the good faith efforts in 
Texas and bring about the 
enactment of a phony no­ 
fault law modest both in 
benefits and scope.” Tucker 
added. 
"S. 354 would req u ire 
Texas as well as all other 
states 
to offer 
a mobile 
society such as ours well- 
co n stru cted no-fault laws 
with 
a 
high 
deg ree 
of 


uniform ity. The no-fault 
laws to date unfortunately do 
not fit that description. 
N ational 
s ta n d a rd s 
as 
outlined in S. 
354 would 
eliminate 
the 
inadequate, 
hodge-podge collection of 
laws developing at the state 
level,” he added. 
"During the last session in 
Texas, a meaningful no-fault 
measure was blocked In its 
place was passed an ‘add-on 
law 
which 
only 
forces 
motorists to pay for a second 
in su ran ce policy without 
co rrectin g 
any 
of 
the 
inequities, abuse and waste 
of 
the 
present 
law 
suit 
system. On many auto in­ 
surance policies this added a 
cost of approximately $23 to 
the consumer. These “add­ 
on’ plans increase the cost to 
the motoring public and do 
not offer the protection that 
a genuine no-fault plan can 
at less cost. 
"However, with the Senate 
passage of S. 354, the public 
may soon realize a sound, 
co m p re h en siv e 
no-fault 
program not only in Texas, 
but in every state,” con­ 
cluded Tucker. 


Concrete is poured in hot 
weather, but special care is 
needed to cure it properly 
under high 
tem peratures. 
Proper 
curing 
is 
the 
prevention of moisture loss 
from the concrete during the 
early stages of hardening. 
"The main precaution is to 
prevent rapid evaporation of 
water from the concrete,” 
points 
out 
W.S. 
Allen, 
agricultural engineer for the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Extension Service at Texas 
A&M 
University. 
“Strong 
winds intensify evaporation, 
so great care is especially 
necessary 
on hot, 
windy 
days.” 
When 
concrete 
is 
first 
placed, it is plastic and 
workable for a short time. 
However, the mix begins to 
stiffen or set as a chemical 
reaction called hydration 
takes place with the water. 
This reaction continues as 
long as the concrete is moist. 
"By retaining water in the 
mix, the concrete 
can be 
properly cured, giving it 
increased 
strength 
and 
resistance to freezing and 
thawing, water and w ear,’ 
points out Allen. "A curing 


time of about seven days is 
recommended.” 
Rapid drying sometimes 
reduces the stren g th of 
concrete or causes cracking. 
Allen suggests several 
m ethods 
for 
retaining 
moisture in newly placed 
concrete. A common way is 
to cover the concrete with 
burlap, sand or some other 
m aterial that can be kept 
wet for the required time. 
"Ponding” water on a slab 
also works if care is used to 
keep 
the 
w ater 
from 
evaporating. Or the concrete 
can be covered with plastic 
film, waterproof draft paper 
or other watertight cover to 
seal in the mixing water. 
C o m m e r c i a l 
c u r i n g 
compounds are often used, 
adds the engineer. These are 
sprayed on fresh concrete 
and forma 
plastic film 
which seals in the water. 
The film eventually wears 
off. 
"Although curing is one of 
the most important steps in 
m aking 
strong, 
durable 
concrete around the farm or 
home, it is probably the most 
overlooked step in con­ 
struction,” notes Allen.

For at least two decades, 
the two men have been 
warm friends, playing golf 
together during

becoming, after Nixon s 
elevation to the highest 
office,

closest religious adviser. 
Indeed, many observers- 
some of them strong critics 
of both Graham and Nixon, 
others more laudatory-have 
I been in the relationship the 
I development of a “ Nixon- 
1 Graham doctrine." 
Civil Religion 
The see it as a link of 
public policy questions with 
a 
particular 
form 
of 
spirituality which has come 
to be knowm as civil religion- 
a religion in which Amel ica 
is conceived ot in the samt 
terms as ancient Israel and 
the American people are 
considered a contemporary 


‘‘chosen people.” 
The 
long 
relationship 
between the two men has 
been complex, dependent in 
part on how each of them 
views 
his 
m inistry 
or 
mission-their relationship to 
both religion and America. 
Richard 
Pierard , 
an 
evangelical 
scholar 
and 
adm irer 
of 
Graham s 
e v a n g e lis tic 
s u c c e s s , 
examines the relationship in 
a recent article in the in­ 
fluential “ The Reformed 
Jo u rn a l'’ 
and 
asks 
the 
question: 
‘‘Can 
B illy 
Graham survive Richard 


Nixon.” 
Pierard suggests he can 
but 
that 
because 
of 
Graham's own personality 
traits-his loyalty and sin- 
cerity-any break with the 
President 
would 
be 
an 
agonizing one. 
“ Nixon has been his close 
personal friend for over two 
decades,” Pierard notes, 
“ and 
a 
man 
of 
in ­ 
tegrity 
and 
genuine 
Christian character would 
not desert a friend in dire 
need.” 
“Confidence in Friends” 
Pierrard cites a former 
associate of Grahm who said 
the evangelist had complete 
trust and reliance on his 
advisers. Graham , then, 
according to Pierard, 
has 
come to rely on him Nixon 


with almost childlike sin­ 
cerity and confidence.” 
Pierard concludes that 
“ the 
President 
is 
taking 
advantage 
of 
Graham s 
sincere desire to minister to 
heads of state. 
“ G raham 's 
sim plistic 
social ethic, rugged 
in­ 
dividualism , 
naive 
con­ 
ception 
of 
America, 
and 
tendency to place implicit 
confidence in his friends art 
weaknesses that can he 
exploited,” Pierard added. 
Separating himself from 
other 
Graham 
critics, 
Pierard said “ it is chic in 
some circles to denigrate 
Graham. I have no desire to 
join that chorus, to gainsay 
his 
achiveements, 
p ar­ 
ticularly in the realm of 
evangelism.” 
But 
the 
evangelical 
scholar did say that those 
converted 
through 
the 
Graham effort must be 
taught “ how to live a total 
Christian life-one with an 
im pact 
on 
the 
social, 
political 
and 
economic 
aspects of their existence as 
well as the spiritual. 
Different Faiths 
“ Graham and his people 
could be doing more in this 
respect than they have so 
far. and I am fearful that the 
ties with Nixon could retard 
further progress here." 


A key to the breaking of 
those ties could be Graham s 
realization that he and the 
President 
have 
fun­ 
damentally different faiths. 
“ For Richard Nixon,” 
p i e r a r d 
w r i t e s , 
“ Christianity is simply a 
segment of the image he 
conveys to the public. It is 
politically desirable that he 
be 
regarded 
as 
deeply 
religious 
Further, 
his 
religion is mainly an ethical 
construct rather than a body 
of orthodox beliefs.” 


For Graham, on the other 
hand, Christianity "is the 
very heart and core of his 
being ... The sincerity of his 
commitment to Christ and to 
the 
Gospel 
m inistry 
is 
beyond question.’ 


“ Unfortunately," Pierard 
concludes, “ Graham himself 
does not appear to recognize 
the basic difference between 
his faith and the President’s, 
and this leaves him open to 
exploitation by Nixon.'

What em erges from the 
statistics is a consumer who 
spontaneously changed her 
shopping habits in the face of 
runaway food prices and fuel 
shortages. 
S h e’s 
shopping 
m ore 
judiciously, using not only 
newspaper cents-off coupons 
but also those from boxtops, 
mail, magazines and store 
circulars. 
She pays more attention to 
specials, watches newspaper 


ads for them 
and reads 
advertising circulars. 
Twenty-five per cent said 
they 
almost 
always 
con­ 
sulted other members of the 
family about what to buy. 
Twenty-one per cent said 
they did so frequently. Only 
35 per cent said they had 
made little or no change in 
their meat buying habits by 
changing »o cheaper cuts. 
Only 25 per cent said they 
were making fewer meat 
purchases. 
Mostly they counteracted 
higher 
m e at 
prices 
by 
cutting down total purchases 
in stead of sw itching 
to 
cheaper cuts. 
Make Fewer Visits 
The changes they made 
last year show no sign of 


ending Thirty-four per cent 
of the women said their 
families had reduced their 
number of m eals at fast-food 
drive-in restaurants. 
Another 35 per cent said 
they planned to follow' suit 
because of gas shortages. 
Households also reduced 
their 
average number of 
weekly superm arket trips 25 
per cent to 2.28. Worried 
about the scarcity of gas, 
they do less shopping around 
and tend to patronize only 
one shopping center instead 
of several. They make fewer 
visits and buy more per visit. 
The majority of women 
felt they were not 
being 
given accurate information 
about the seriousness of the 
energy crisis. Most blamed 


the 
gas 
shortage 
on 
oil 
co m panies 
and 
U S . 
government planners rather 
than the President and the 
Arabs. 
A year ago, six out of IO 
housewives blamed either 
labor 
unions 
or 
food

for rising food prices. Now 
they see government as the 
worst offender. Suspicion 
toward 
farm ers and ca t­ 
tlemen more than tripled 
during the sam e period, but 
it still remains low. 
More careful shopping, 
coupon-clipping and other 
economies have paid off. 
Despite big jumps in food 
prices, housewives have held 
to one per cent the rise in 
share of income spent in 


supermarkets. The median 
went from 20 to 21 per cent in 
the past year.But

families who spend more

spending rose from 28 to 33 
per cent.

Film Shows Fgg Versatility

The North Texas Egg 
Dealers held a brunch and 
press conference at Bren­ 
nan’s Restaurant. One Main 
Place, in Downtown Dallas 
last week hosted by 
Tom 
Coleman 'and W alter A. 
Meyer. 
The menu consisted 
of 
fresh 
strawberries 
and 
cream. Eggs Hussarde. hot 
french bread and bananas 
fosters. Of course, the eggs 
Hussarde were Texas eggs. 
The guest 
speaker was 
Dick Eat he. president of the 
American Egg Board who 
showed films including the 
newest TV commercials and 
spoke on the versatility ot 
the incredible edible egg. 
“ Our 
new 
research 
reveals that people are quite 
well educated about eggs." 
he 
told 
the 
crowd 
of 
newspaper 
and 
media 
guests. “ They know, without 
being prompted, that eggs 
are high in protein, low in 
calories, and are a good 
value for the price " 
He said that because of the 
public’s knowledge about 
eggs, 
it 
had 
led 
the 
American 
Egg 
Board 
to 
understand that their ad­ 
vertising 
task 
should 
be 
weighed 
more 
toward 
reminding people to use eggs 
often, rather than toward 


educating them about the 
virtues of eggs. 
“ Another important lesson 
we learned from our recent 
research, “ he continued was 
that the sight of a raw or 
broken egg is upsetting to 
most 
women 
It 
touches 
something locked in their 
subconcious 
minds, 
something closely tied to 
creation and 
motherhood, 
and it’s a 
very real, 
very 
deep feeling." 
Ka the said the Board was 
glad to have found out about 
this feeling because 
they 
now plan to show only egg-in- 
the-shell and finished egg 
dishes. There will be no 
broken eggs in their com­ 
mercials. 
Three commercials have 
been released and will soon 
be seen and heard on TV 
stations throughout the U.S. 
The jingle called the “ in­ 
credible edible egg" 
will 
have all the kids singing it as 
it is catchy and different. 
One of the things the Board 
discovered in their research 
was that in the last ten years 
Americans are eating fewer 
eggs and yet are convinced 
that eggs really are a good 
value for the money and a 
good source of protein. 
Several studies have also 
disproved the hyppthesis 
that eggs which are high in 
cholesterol 
may 
be 


correlated with high risk of 
heart attack. 
In a study 
made 
by 
Dr. 
Roger 
Williams, of the University 
of Texas who wrote the book, 
“ Nutrition Against Disease, 
in 
1971, 
states that con­ 
centration on the quality of 
the food consumed is all 
important and that anyone 
who 
deliberately 
avoids 
cholesterol in his diet may be 
inadvertely courting heart 
disease. 
Wholesome foods 
like eggs, milk, fish and 
vegetables, he said, should 
take precedence over those 
processed foods that crowd 
out 
the good foods, con­ 
tribute mostly calories and 
provide very little in the way 


of amino acids, minerals and 
vitamins. 
In comparing Texas eggs 
with other main dish foods 
Kathe suggested that eggs 
be valued on a pound basis, 
for instance, if eggs cost 60 
cents a dozen or 40 cents a 
pound the average cost of 
serving two eggs is ten cents. 
Today’s high food prices 
offer few values better than 
eggs and the versatility of 
eggs is unlimited. They can 
be baked, boiled, fried, 
poached, scrambled, mixed 
in drinks or used as leaven in 
pastries. 
The incredible edible egg 
certainly 
lives up to 
its 
name.
